The findings, adopted
under date of April 29, were deemed
unnecessary until the legialative in-
vestigating commiittee severaly eriti-
cized the board for not doing so. July
1, the membership of the board
changes by the retirement of . O,
Mayfield of Omaha, and Henry Gerdes
of Falls City,

There was a difference of opinion
between the board and Miss McMulion
in regard to finances, The board al-
leged she owed the stute $I8R.57,
mostly for hogs sold which the board
8ays were not accounted for on the
books of the institution. There was
some salary due Miss McMahon, and
in addition the board agreed to pay
for some rugs which she said she paid
for with Mer own funds. The board
agreed to pay for these rugs if they
were to remain at the institution, On
the rugs and salary the board allows
her $15824, leaving a balance of
$36.33 due the state. This statement
of account and offer of settlement will
be submitted by the board to Miss
McMahon's attorney,

The findings of the board in the

matter of the McMahon hearing are
us follows:

“At the request of the former
superintendent, Lydia J. McMahon, a
nearving and investigation as to her
administration of the afTairs of the
institution under her charge was had
ind testimony submitted os called for
by the board and ulso by Miss Me-
Mahon, Prior to such investigation,
Miss McMahon having resigned as
such superintendent and her succeasor
having been appointed, the board
could make no order nmor reach any
conclusion with respect to her tenure
of office but only make a general find-
ing as to conclusions it reached with
respact to the facts as developed by
the Investigation. No formal finding
has heretofore been made nor has the
testimony been transcribed and re-
duced to long-hand as the same would
invelve, in the judgment of the board,
wn unnecessary outlay of money which
would be required if the testimony
was thus transeribed. A majority of
the board was present and heard all of
the testimeny taken and examined all
documentary evidence, writings, ete.,
which were presented and considered.

“The board finds generally that the
former superintendent had by her ac-
tion as such superintendent, in several
different aspects, acted in such a way
as to militute against the best success
in the management of the institution
and in such a way as to justifly and
muke necessary for the good of the
institution the severance of her rela-
tlon as such superintendent more par-
ticularly as follows:

Governor MoKelvie Wil Probably
Convene Law Makers on
July 21
Lincoln.—~When questioned in re-

gird to the proposed special session |
of the legislature for the ratification |
of the suffrage amendment, Governor |
MeKelvie said: “I will probably eall !
the legislature in special session July
21. I am undecided ms to what sub-
Jecta shall be inciuded in the eall for
a special session. I do not care to
make a statement until I have fully
cetermined what shali be included in
the call. My principal reason for se-
leeting July 21 is that many members
of the legislature desire to be candi-
dates for delegatss to the constitu-

The attorney generval had raled that
members of the legislature ure not
eligible to be eandidates for the con-
stitutional convention but that they
must resign from the legislature to be
in a position to run for the office of
delegnte. Recently the attorney gen-
eral's department modified its opinion
by heolding that legislators need not
resign until they take their seats in
the convention, that they are eoligible
to run for delegate without resigning.
The governor desires to call the ses-
gion of the legislature in time to per.
mit legislators to serve in the special
session and then if they care to be-
coma candidates for the convention to
do so,

There will ba nothing in the call in

session to appropriate funds for a
library or judiciary building. The

Signing of the Peace Treaty at
Versailles Brings the World
War to a Close.

HUNS ARE RECALCITRANT

Bloody Rioting in Barlin and Hamburg
—S§trong Indications of a Military
Counter-Revolution — *“Fres
Ireland"” Agitation Increas-
ing in United States.

The pence treaty with Germany was
glgned Saturday, June 28, and the
world war officinlly came to a close
Just five years to a day after the event
that precipitated the mighty conflict,
the assassination of the Austrian grand
duke at Sarajevo, The ceremony was
performed in the Hall of Mirrors at
Yersallles with a stately dignity be-
fitting the most notable event of the
Eind in all history. After the tepre-
sentutives of the allled and associ-
uted powers had taken their places In
the hall and the privileged spectators
were In thelr seats, the German deles
gates, Mueller, Lelnert and Bell, were
ushered In. M. Clemenceau, without
making a speech, declnred the meet-
ing open and, as president of the peace
conference, first slgned the treaty.
